Subsequent to the raid 
In which her husband was taken 
(iway her honn' was visited throe 
limes by the Black and Tans- For 
ft time it was fi-arcd she would not 
recover. Letters containing pathetic 
nppeals for help written by Mrs. 
.Scanlan to Mr. and .Mrs. .famee 
Ifart, have resulted In an inquiry 
Into the case by ihe United States 
Government, 

The letter describes the treat- 
ment to which Mr. and Mts. Scanlan 
were eubjected. iScanlan was tried 
by a court-martial and convicted of 
having ammunition la U« home. 
The ammunition, Mr*. Benainn says, 
was brought there by the Black and 
Tans. She and her friends here 
point out that her husband's phys- 
ical condition has been such since 
1012 that he could not possibly 
have participated In any activities 
Rgiiinst the British Government. 
Mason Mitchell. American Consul at 
Queenstown. declined lo Intervene 
after her husband's arrest on the 
ground the British Government had 
then taken no action. After Scanlan 
was convicted and sent to pii-^on. 
her letters say, Mitchell tb • 
decltneid to Intervene on the ground 
that a Britlab coort bad acted and 
he could not' tnteitere. 

Describing. 4|i)tgld ot November 
25, Mrs. Scaalaa^ letter reads: 

"The Black And Tan* came into 
my house. Most <tt «k«m wei^ 
drunk. Some pf them kept pistols 
pointed at Mr. Scanlan during the 
entire period of the raid, three and 
a half hours. Others searched the 
house. I gave them every assistance, 
as I knew we had nothint to oon- 
ceal." 

The following day the home wa.^ 
again raided and looted, and it was 
not until Christmas eve Mrs. Scan- 
lan learned her husbnnd was in 
Wormwood Sorube Prison, London, 
and that be was to be ahloped to 
an unknown destination in England. 
Frantic, the following day, she tele- 
phoned to Consul MiteheM, who 
answered that "It wouM be neces- 
sary to know the result l>efore the 
matter could be taken up." Com- 
menting on the Consul's reply Mrs. 
.Scanlan writes- 

"You can not imagine the awful 
r.tate of affairs here. On Christmas 
night the choice lot of Black and 
Tans wp have in Klllaloe ra'di'd and 
robbed farmhouses outside the town. 
They stole everything they could 
find. Even wedding rings were car- 
ried ott. A few shIUIngs. wages 
of poor laborers, were stolen In 
many oases." 

In tbe early part of January, 
1921, Mrs. Sennlan, wlio was III, 
had another shock. She receired 
H form letter written from Ipawioh 
Prison. England, which fold her 
her husband was there. Only the 
signature was In her husband's 
handwriting. Again on January 17 
her home wa.s visited and the brutal 
and outrageous treatment of the 
women by the Crown forces is thus 
flescrlbed : 

W. were taken downs!airs and 
undressfil and searched by a woman. 
The Black and Tans went through 
the houae. After they went awav 
again I made' a aeareh. Doore and 
wlndo%s and furniture bad been 
smashed. My <Jew«lry had been 
taken. One ot the ptecee was a gold 
w«tch wtth a chain and cram set 
with pearls. My handbag cantitfning 
some money was taken and other 
valuaiblos. .When all was over t 
collapsed. I could not get a physi- 
cian until morning. He said I was 
suffering from nervous prostration," 

Three, days later, while Mrs. Scan- 
lan was seriously 111 In b,><l. the 
raldere again came. Thte time, her 
latters show, they confined them- 
selves to searching the house and 
terrorising the women. Her last let- 
ter reads: 

"I Intend to stick here and de- 
fend my home as long as there fk a 
root oyer my head. I l^ive sent tuH 
reports of the raids and the damage 
done to the American Consul and 
to the British authorities. I am 
hoping my friends In America will 
Insist on an Investigation "
